DRAINAGE FOB HEALTH. 


The proper drainage of buildings is a 


matter of great importance. 
Cellars 


may bo wet, stables not very dry, water 
may drip from the e.ives, cutting holes 
into the earth and m,iking puddles. 
I'll" water I'rom such puddles tillers di- 
rectly into the cellar, so that old houses 
in the country am very frequently dan- 
gerous to life on account of the wntiir 
seuling into the cellars. A damp col- 
Li! miiv sometimes bo made dry by 
making a sink in it. Cellai.s are sunn 
times made in such wretched place 
th.it they need drain-pipes to cairy o.l 
the water. 
In arranging any of th. 


kind of work about a stablii, it ii ncce.'i- 
.sarv to be careful! that tho draining 
of the stable do not filter into any water 
required lor dornestie use. 
Water 


should on no account bo allowed to drip 
liom the eaves; it is a great nuisance, 
undermining foundations and laplilly 
destroying buildings. 


A ir confined anywhere, even in a clean 


room, becomes offensive, prohahly un- 
healthy, with u disagreeable smell of 
"I'jseuess, and confined with liltli in a 
drain or sewer, it must he infinitely 
woi.io. ]>ruins built tight, with traps, 
i\.e.. so that there is no ventilation of 
their interior, generate veiy poisonous 
g.ises, which are icady on tlio occur- 
rence of any small leak to escape and 
poison everybody who happens to go 
near them. The best arrangement for 
ventilators for houses is to have a sep.i- 
i.tte tine built in the chimney-suck ex- 
pressly to teceive the ventilator pipes. 
Thus the air from tho drain is dis- 
charged high in the atmosphere in a 
position to bo mixed with smoke ; and 
tho noxious properties nro destroyed, 
tho smoke, whether of wood or coal, 
containing about the best eheiniu.il dis- 
infectants known. 


In all parts of N'ew iCughtiiil hundreds 


of people are dying of typhoid fever; 
a 'arge tract of the city of ISoston is 
now building on made land, nearly as 
ll.it as the prairies about Chicago ; and 
in a tew years it will doubtless have 
tn be ii-giaded and rebuilt to, get rid 
oi' this pestilence, 
l-'rom .Maine to 


i'enn^Ivania there .ire tl.it itndrifmcd 
li"!ds, ainl wet cellars, nearly as bad. 
All over the country further South, but 
pnncipally in tlio Mississippi valley and 
the flat country bordering the ocean, 
the half-drained land is infected nith 
intermittent fever and the other mala- 
rial pestilences to such an extent as to 
destroy many thousands of people every 
year ; so that, in t-pite (if constant im- 
migration, extensive tracts of country 
are about as sparsely peopled as they 
were when Vocahontas saved the life 
of John Smith.
